Resistance Skills
With school starting, it’s even more 
important to help your children 
avoid negative peer pressure and 
avoid dangerous situations. To do so: 

1) Encourage your children to 
express their feelings, values and 
beliefs at home. Allow them to 
disagree with you. 

2) Talk with your child about 
different ways to resist. Examples: 
Walk away from the situation; 
calmly say no; say how you feel; use 
humor; stick up for yourself; ignore 
the person or situation. Which does 
your child like best? Why? 

3) Role play with your child times 
when resistance skills are necessary. 
Examples: being pressured to have 
sex, drink alcohol or use drugs, 
being asked to ride in a car with 
a person who has been drinking 
alcohol; being called a coward 
because you won’t shoplift. 

4) Find out who your children’s 
friends are. Get to know them. 

5) Talk with your children about
